One million, six hundred thousand' 
pictures of the hero of America's 
most famous railroad wreck went 
on sale here today. 


For this is "Casey Jones Day" 


in Tennessee. And Casey, that fab- 
ulous engineer, is on a new three- 
cent stamp. 


The stamp, sold here for the first 


time anywhere, is one of 12 spe- 
cial issues authorized this year by 
the postoffice department. It hon- 
ors the nation's railroad engineers 
—with Casey as their symbol. 


You've heard of Casey — every- 


one has. He was the hotshot engi- 
neer of his day. He died 
in 
the 


wreck of the "C a n n o n b all Ex 
press" near V a u g h n , Miss., 50 
yd«rs ago Monday. 


You probably thought he was a 


legend — like Paul Bunyan, 
the 


giant logger who could kill a pond 
of bullfrogs with a single shout, or 
smother a forest fire with a spurt 
of tobacco juice. But Casey 
was 


real. 


The wreck that killed Casey wa 


a piddling a f f a i r , however, by 
Bunyan standards. Casey was the 
only victim and died because he 
tried to brake it before the crash
